L' L — A .siiucica! to 
the World from Eric, Ph., of the 2;iil 
says: Tlio little mtirkot town of Edin- 
boro, in this county, w.is l.h(j .scone of 
a terrible tragedy tliin iiuu niiig, .-i jcal- 
oua liiishaiid having,' .diot Li.s yoiinp 
wife and blown oul his own brains, 
after a futilo aLtonipi to inurdur lii.s 
stopfatbnr. The t/'agcdy ocuurrod at an 
early l....rrn the Exchange Hotel, 
where the husband founil his wifi- nft.cr 
looking' for iii;r nearly a week. 'J'lii; 
murdert:!' and liiH \ ietiiii ai (> M r. and 
Mr.s. Cliarle.M U'illia'iis of (.'aiiibiidge. 
They were iiiarriod a year ago, liut liv- 
ed unhappily, owing to the morbid and 
unwarranted JcnlouHv of Williarna. 

Jlis wife was j"Ma'.;t;i(.' J-'.'ir.sli.'ii, 
daughter of Vv'illiiini I'aish.tl, a fanin-r 
of Edinboro. She was a { oi cuiisid 
erable personal attraction, i.F whieh she 
waH quite conscious. 8in: haii many ail- 
mirera, one|boing a clergy matt i,ybo pre 
ferred Williauis, who was an idle ami 
dissolute fellow, with no visible inoan.s 
of .support, and who dr.ring the court- 
ship showed an insane jealouHV. Iler 
friend.s, forc:;eeitig a luisoralph^ life if 
she married hini, earntiatly do.sirod her 
to break off the connection and accept 
another lover. The lovesick girl turned 
a deaf our to all entrenties, but in lesa 
than a month .after marrying slio be- 
came entirely flisenchanted ond realiz- 
ed the full force of the warnings she 
bad diareganled, 

The aligbte.st attoni.ions of ordinary 
politencRS shown her liy gentlemen 
friends wore regarded as frauijht with 
concealed meaning by her husband and 
the lift) led by her at length became so 
unbearable that last wetdc sln>.i>aeked 
a valise and loft linme, going to Edin- 
boro. '.riiitlier laa- Inishand tracked her, 
and ho and his .stepfather, Ueorge lled- 
inond, visited her, the latter acting in 
the capacity of mediator. An afl'ecting 
interview took j)lace, resulting in the 
wife consenting to try tiio husband 
once nnjre, he promising to trust luw 
imjilicitlv. With a fui^d iaiiliraei? tiie re- 
concilition was .sealed and liu.sband and 
wife ])assi^d out into the street arm in 
arm. They entered the stoi-e of 1''. T. 
FoudHt and Williams purchaiicii for 
his wife a pair of kid shoes. To the 
stondcenper they appeared iiiost :i(rect- 
ionate, the man lavisliing upon her a 
whole vocabulary of imdeariiiL' lenns. 
Williams announced his intention of 
occupying a room in the hotel, v. ^uch 
he paid for, and retired to rest at mid- 
night. Au hour later llcdmond, the 
successful jic'ice niaker, was aroused by 
bearing i\Ii'.s. 'sV iiiiama exclaim, "iMy 
Cod, Charlie, I am innocent!" "Kiilse 
devil, you lie," he heard Williams re- 
ply. Then ciimo a shot, followftd by a 
terrible slirick and a hf««-y fall. Wed- 
moral rushed up stairs and was met on 
the landing I)y Williiims, who stood 
witli a rcyolver in his hand, lie fireil 
twice a( Kedmnnd, but ini.s.-,ed him, 
then putting the uui/.zhi to his own 
be.ad, bo fired and jiut a ludiel ihrough 
rliis brain, falling dead on the lantiinL;. 
_The wife is still alive but cannot su; - 
vive.

A great deal lia.s been ])rinted in tlie 
iuMyspa|)erK about the, siliial ion in .Ma.r- 
tin and adjoinini; ennnlies, but. it has 
iieen ;in iniperfei'l rcibax of the oxistin',;' 
do|iKirali|i: condifion. I have ki.owu of 
inst.iuces where whole families have; 
died within a week, where ;i neighbor 
hood has been swallowial up in gravtjs, 
where one man has survived tp bury 
bis family and frieml.s, and then been 
found with no living iTcaturo near 
bini, i>.\i;opt in soim^ eax's ,a faitliful 
(log. Flocks of slieep and droves of 
cii.ttlo that used to browue ou liiilsides 
and along the range of the Cumber- 
lands now la>*tlea(l and roitiii';, where 
white [leijlde.s glisten in the linttcnils of 
the cre(!k bcls. AVells .ind eisteriis hav(! 
lieen drained to the buttoin, and 
.s|iring.s are to be no longer relied upon 
for suply of water. The ground is liter- 
ally parched, and where vegetation 
formerly bloomed luxuriantly there is 
nothing but decay.

"What, in the opinion of (he natives, 
is the cause of this fatal ealamily?" 

"It is ev'iilont that tin; chief agent 
of death is starvtiaon. People in those 
districts aro almost without communi- 
(ration with the other sido of the world. 
An occasional drtnniner, like mystdf, 
si rays among tbfiiu oiieo a year, and u 
few of the most pro.sneroiis vi.^it koim; 
j o: the large i-itics onci; in their life 
I limes A g.ood season brings v^ith.it 
j bountiful ciiips. Wool and other riutivo 
I jiroducLs; aio rudidy nninufactured into 
c.iothing, liut whoa I he crojis fail theiu 
the ui'd(a- is then reversed. I am .speak 
ing now of tin' b.'ickwoiids neighbor- 
hoods, whore the plague has raged 
with the greatest fatality. I Icarneil 
while in Martin County that the cro|i 
yield for the two .succossivo seasons liad 
b' eu a failure. The natives are without 
moiH'y, and without means to purchase 
l)rpad. 'I'ho hIi ati ing oil' of the water 
supply ' has brought to tlio surface a 
l)oi.sonoiiH fluitl. Kamislied for water 
rbt! 1 cople drank, and the consc- 
iiuencc was death. '.I'lic 

first syni[)toinn are violent gri- 
jiings, and after this a raging headacho, 
flot fi;aver ensues, and the patient 
usually lingers two days, suflering 
mental agony before death. I under- 
stand that several physicians havu been 
commissoned by the State to make a 
careful analysis of the water, and de- 
ricribes the poisonous ingredients. Rf- 
lief has recently heeu diiipatclied to 
-Miii'tin from iieiglilinriiiL; counties, fie- 
fore 1 loft, there was a l!'.^lil rainfall, 
with prosjiects of contimicd fal ling."

Montlay evening Captnin 'I'owuHernl 
reached Gunnison on a nharp-backed, 
hard-riding animal, on iiis way from 
near Pitkin to Irwin, to vote for Clevo- 
land, Adams, Bullock and reform. 

Mr. Townsend is a' Democrat from 
far back.

When ho awoke and rofr(!.shi>d 
iiimself by an exccihait I'r.-akfast pre- 
pared !)y bis good wifo In' nulled from 
liis ])Ocl;(d. a !,'ood bunch of lleuiocral ic 
liidfets ho bad brought up from (iuani 
son, to show his better half bow nici^ 
they looked. She encouraged him and 
promised to have a nice dinner for hiiii. 
.So she nnide out a li.st- of some fancy 
groceries which she requestf il him to 
purchase when he went down io"'n, 
Me folded the liit of white paper and 
put it inff) his vest pocket and siai'teU 
down town. It was late iind tho voting 
had been proceeding several hoin^ 
lie mai'ehed up to the po'ls-with all hi 
jioekets lilled with the tick(!ts he had 
brought, all tho way from Gunnison. 
I'lacint! himself in the line he wailed 
his turn. 

"Samuel \i. Townsend," be called, 
as bo handed in a neatly folded white 
pajier.

It was a 
constant light, and 'the idiot who 
rnus tho opposition sheet over the v/ay,' 
or tho 'feeDlo-uliadpd lunatic who, in 
his sano moments contracts to pay his 
board, and stands off liis landlady when 
in b.is norn;:'.! ('oiidition,' etc. Life wa.^ 
one oonliii\:od j'uunil of now.-^papiu' 
quarri'ls, und I dun't holiovo I li:\d ;i 
friend in the profession, ualcss ii was 
.some follow T had not got around to in 
ray general abuse. One day my little 
eighteen uiontlis' old baljy was taken 
very sick, and for a week I %v!vs con- 
stantly at his bedside, and lliosc I 
woold n:itiirall\' have abused got a rest. 
Finally dealli took the liltli- one away, 
and 1 was coniph'toly broken dowi\.

Init, 
whether the rapid clearing will in the 
long run appear to be the most prolita- 
ble move in a business view or not, it 
is progressing too rapidly, and tho 
plants for loiiging, sawing, and tr;ins- 
portatioii are too ONpeiivive iiml loo well 
established to itdmil of any doulit ih;it 
the manufacture will go on till Jliere i,- 
not a merchantable pine tree lett stand- 
ing in the lower peninsula. 

The same fate is in .store for tho hard- 
wood lumber trees, of which there is 
such ii splendid growth in the norther- 
ly ])art of the Stato--ash, !ii;i})!e, bireh, 
a'nd others. AN'ithiii the hi .t ten ye:ir-. 
and chielly within the last live, steam 
and water mills. h:ue ,-|Hainj.r up for the 
manufaelure of these wood.-- into lu.iniier 
for house-rniisiiing, furniture, luid e;'.bi- 
net work, and they aro increasing at ;i 
rale that pr(Uiiises to e.xhau.sf the su]i- 
ply during the lifetime of some who ;ire 
miw engaged in tho basino-s. T!ie -u- 
gar-mapli' is esjaaiially in doiiiaud, ami 
factories for making tho ijird's-cyo ve- 
neia-ing are to bo found in many of the 
majile localities. 

Denuded pine lands in other States 
have become "barrens." There aie 
great tracts in this State which tlie -r^-ii- 
ers do not n.'ckoii worth jKiyiuL'- taxes 
on, now thai iliey :li e -I nii]ied (..i th.-o' 
tree.-'. Unless .-ome care is taken thou- 
sands and thousands of acres in ISlicbi- 
gaii will become worthless. — Dclruit 
I'osl.
